PRESIDENT CLEVELAND has issued his proclamation 
designating Thursday, November 24, 1887, as 
‘** Thanksgiving Day.” 





THE sensational rumors that the Regular troops 
sent to Chicago to participate in the International 
Military Encampment would be kept there until the 
cases of the anarchists are settled have been knocked 
in the head by the fact that Carr’s troop of Cavalry 
has returned to Fort Leavenworth, Rodney’s Light 
Battery to Fort Snelling, and the battalion of the 
23d U.S. Infantry to Fort Wayne. Colonel H. M. 
Black, who commanded the camp, has also re- 
turned to Fort Wayne. 








Tae Artillery Council, after two weeks of la- 
borious discussion, has adjourned, after agreeing 
upon a bill and upon certain recommendations 
touching the artillery servive. While no pledge of 
secrecy was adopted by the council, it was deemed 
advisable to withhold information as to what has 
been done until the entire action could be pre- 
sented as a whole, which will be very soon. In 
the meantime all criticisms or ex-parte accounts, or 
rumors of what action was taken, should, in justice 
to the council, be suspended. 








FoREIGN army and navy officers, says the New 
York Herald, unhesitatingly bear testimony to the 
high standard of efficiency maintained by the offi- 
cers of the United States in both branches of the 
service. In spite of our handful of troops, our long 
inexperience with great campaigns, and our hitherto 
ridiculous naval outfit, our officers—having never 
lost an opportunity to profit by the lessons of war 
on foreign fields and waters—are behind those of 
no nation in the theory of warfare. The recent lec- 
ture of Captain J. G. D. Knight, Corps of Engi- 
neers, U. 8. A., shows that in both ‘ Attack and 
Defence” our soldiers do not lack for intelligent 
leadership. 








A NON COMMISSIONED staff officer, who has spent 
of his means and of his time to further the efforts 
to obtain an increase of pay for ordnance sergeants, 
commissary sergeauts, and post quartermaster ser- 
geants, so as to place them on a footing with the 
Hospital Stewards, writes: ‘‘There is too much 
apathy on the part of those interested, and too 
many cranks who are willing enough to accept any 
merease of pay that the efforts of others may secure 
for them, but are unwilling to take any trouble or 
incur any expense to aid the effort.” If this be so 
it is time these laggards should wake up and begin 
to realize that unless all work shoulder to shoulder, 
and each one do his share, the effort will fail. It 
can scarcely be expected that Congress of its own 
Volition will take favorable action. Congress, as a 
Tule, don't do business in that way. 








THE Second Comptroller of the Treasury has con- 
cluded not to take action in tbe case of Captain 
Mitchell, which involves the right of Army officers 
to credit for enlisted service in computing their 
longevity pay, until the U. S. Supreme Court hands 
down its decision in tho case of Captain Watson, 





who demands credit for cadet service under. the act 


of 1888. The general question involved in these 
two cases is similar, although two different classes 
of officers are affected. In the former the officer 
who arose from the ranks is concerned; in the lat- 
ter, the graduate of West Point prior to 1870. 
Should the decision of the court in the Watson case 
be favorable to the claimant, it is possible that tke 
Comptroller may take similar action in the Mitchell 
case, in which event claims arising under it could 
be certified to Congress for payment without any 
further action of the courts being necessary. 








THE English Committee on Small Arms has not 
yet made public its decision as to the choice of a 
magazine gun, but the indications all point to the 
selection of the American Lee. The calibre decided 
upon is .30, and this with the use of compressed 
powder tor the cartridge will enable the soldier to 
carry, twice as much ammunition as he does now. 
A compound or encased steel bullet is to be used, 
the case and core of this being intimately fused and 
alloyed together. It is to be nickel plated, will be 
hard enough to retain its shape, and will have ex- 
traordinary penetration, stripping being avoided 
and the bullet taking the rifling perfectly. With 
a charge of seventy-five grains of powder such a 
bullet has penetrated without deformation 10 ply of 
leather, 33 in. of hard beech, and sixteen 1 in. deal 
planks with spaces between them. The ordinary 
bullet fired at the same screen broke up after pene- 
trating the leather and 1} in. into the beech.’ The 
present bullet weighs 480 grains; the compound 
bullet is to weigh 238.35 grs. less, or only 241.65 grs. 
Its trajectory at 500 yards, the highest point, is five 
feet, or less than one-half that of the Martini-Henry. 
Its mean radial deviation is practically zero, and at 
2,000 yards it has beaten everything, doing some 
magnificent shooting. 








WE recently found occasion to challenge the state- 
ment of our English contemporary, the Army and 
Navy Gazette, that ‘‘ Chief Justice Taney was com- 
mitted to a fortress for opposing Mr. Lincoln’s 
proclamation calling on the Federal States to fur- 
nish him with the means of invading the States of 
the Confederacy of the South in 1861.” The Gazette 
admits its historical inaccuracy with so much frank 
ness that we are disposed to regret we should have 
been called ‘upon to correct its error, especially as it 
assumes a paternal tone toward this paper, in 
which, as it tells us, it has “‘ a fatherly pride.” Had 
we been conscious of this we should have been re- 
strained hy the sentiment which prompted two of 
the sons of Noah when their father exposed himself 
to the reproach of their unfilial brother, Ham. 
As it is, the Gazette may have the satisfaction 
of the Dutchman who consoled himself for the 
rather unexpected result of a domestic diffi- 
culty by the proud reflection that it was a smart 
boy who could chastise his own father. With the 
utmost filial respect. we may, perhaps, be permitted 
to suggest to the Gazette that General McClellan 
was not ‘‘ the Confederate Leader in the American 
War,” and that: his name is not spelt MacClellan 
(vide Army and Navy Gazette of Oct. 15, p. 871). 





Tue Admiralty Gazette quotes the figures to show 
that even in France, the home of steel armor, com- 
pound plates are rapidly superseding simple steel. 
It says: ‘‘ The accuracy of these figures may be offi- 
cially verified, and they conclusively prove the su- 





periority of compound plates to those of solid steel. 
Since theSdate of those trials, the crushing defeat of 


the Creusot plates at Pola in May and June, 1885, 
the Creusot firm has received very few orders even 
from its own Government, and practically none of 
importance from any other country except Italy. 
In England alone, during the last six years, about 
45,000 tons of compound a! mor have been manufac- 
tured. This, added to the 14,487 tons made by 
French makers, and the 11,000 tons manufactured 
in Germany and Russia, gives a grand total of 
70,487 tons, against 19,304 tons which the Creusot 
manufacturers of solid steel plates claim to have 
supplied over a like period.” Our contemporary 
says: ‘*We are forced to the conclusion, therefore, 
that in spite of strenuous endeavors to prove the 
superiority of solid steel, it is not the armor of the 
present favored by great maritime powers, and it is 
still less likely to become the armor of the future. 
Experiments show that the harder projectiles are 
made the more evident becomes the superiority of 
the compound over the solid steel plates.” 








Ir seems to be pretty well settled now that we 
are to have another exploration of the Antarctic 
region. A request has been received from Australia, 
Tasmania, and New Zealand that the English govern - 
ment should contribute to the undertaking the 
modest sum of $25,000, the remainder of the three 
or four hundred thousand dollars required to be 
furnished by the colonies. No important discoveries 
have been made within the Antarctic Circle for 
nearly half acentury, or not since the American 
Expedition of 1841-2 under Wilkes, the English under 
Ross, and that of the French under Dumont d’Ar- 
ville. Thé existence of the Antarctic Oonti- 
nent which . Ptolemy located there remains 
to be proved. To the North we have pene- 
trated as far as 83 degs., 23 min., 8 sec., 
and to the South but little beyond 78 degrees. 
Even railroad extensiomhas proceeded North beyond 
the Arctic Circle, a telegram from Luben at the 
head of the Gulf of Bothnia reporting the passage of 
a train over the most northerly railroad in the world. 
The pioneers in Antarctic diseovery have been the 
whalers, the whales in that section being of the very 
largest size, especially the spermaceti. A large de- 
posit of guano made by the penguins is elso re- 
ported. With. these exceptions the Antarctic region 
gives no temptation to commercial enterprise. It-is a 
region even more inhospitable than that within the 
northern circle which has tempted so many adven- 
turous spirits to their fate. The deposits of ice are 
greater, fields being reported sixty miles in length 
by forty wide, and bergs double the height of those 
in the northern ocean, or fuur hundred to nine hun 
dred and sixty feet in beight. There is an entire 
absence of vegetation, the snow line descending even 
to the water’s edge, not even a moss or lichen hay- 
ing been observed south of 64 degs., 12 min. The 
thermometer which in Spitzbergen has risen to 584 
degs., never, according to Sir James Ross, exceeded 
41 degs., 5 min., even during the summer. Nota 
single land quadruped has been. found below 56 
degs. S., and there are no hunter inhabitants. In 
short, desolate wastes of ice and snow occupy south- 
ern latitudes which at the North furnish support 
and occupation to at least a meagre population. It 
is held that the climates of the North and South al. 
ternate during long ages through a change in the 
eccentricity of the earth's orbit, in combination with 
the precession of the equinoxes. This happens to be 
an age of maximum cold in the Antarctic zone, but 
it is evident that the Australians are not dieposed to 
wait for a change of temperature.

THE MONUMENT TO GENERAL WOOL. 


Tue erection of an obelisk to the late Major-Gen. 
John E. Wool at Troy was an interesting feat of 
engineering. It is 60 feet in length, weighs 100 tous, 
and rests upon a die 9 ft. square and 6 ft. high 
weighing 40 tons. The base is 17 ft. 6 in. square aud 
2 ft. high, the whole height of the nonument being 
75 ft. Gin., and its tutal weight 250 tons. If was 
rifted out of granitein a rocky island on the coast 
of Maine, towed upon a barge 500 miles to the city 
of Troy, and theuce moved upon rollers for two 
miles, ascending 800 ft. in that distance. When the 
monument was hammered out, two trunnions were 
left on opposite sides slightly above tue centre of 
gravity, projecting about 4in., and measuring 2 ft. 
6 in. across. Timbers 14 in. were secured to 
the movument under these trunnions, and smatier 
timbers near the ends of the o k were secured to 
the monument by bolts passing around it, and tim- 
bers and chaius along the sides, securing it in that 
manner to the timbers next to the truniuions. The 
monument was raised up into the horizontal posi+ 
tion by jack-screws and secured by blocking until 
the centre was at the desired height; then by meats 
of rollers against the timber it was slowly swung 
into the vertical position and heldin that, mauner 
until the base and die were laid; then the obelisk 
was brought over the die and let down into its de- 
sired position. After the removal of the, timber, 
the trunnions were cut down to a surface uniform 
with the sides of the monument, The total cost of 
moving the monument through its route of 500 miles 
trom the quarry to the.river k, was $1,627, while 
the cost of moving it on Jand and erecting in its 
present position was about $4,400, making that por- 
tion of the original cost about $6,000; the entire cost 
of the whole work was covered by | the contract 
price of $50,000.

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THE ZALINSKI GUN DISCUSSION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


If your readers are not already overdosed with 
the Zalinski gun discussion, [ desire, as a personal 
matter, to give a little resumé of its history. 

I rather claim this as a right, since at the nning 
I took the responsibility that something could be 
made out of an investigation on compressed air as a 
motor for high explosives. 

About three years since Lieut. Zalinski informed 
me of certain work that had been done in this line 
by Messrs. Mefford, Bartlett and Winsor. After a 
discussion of the subject, he proposed _ that as an ar- 
tillery movement, in connection with our regular 
target practice, we should conduct some experi- 
ments with a pneumatic gun at our post. I[t was so 
agreed upon, and the first 2-in. tube and steam com- 
pressor were put in position at the north corner of 
the Fort Hamilton reserve, and missiles throwu. 

We soon saw we had power, but the cumbrous- 
ness of the outfit debarred it from claim to field- 
work. Also, that the charge would be too small for 
effective work against walls or parapets. Dynamite 
experiments, conducted concurrently, were studied 
as to effectiveness for war as against troops and walls. 

Feeling that we had a safe motor fora powerful 
agent, it was worth trying further, and a 4-in. siege 
tube, or piéce de place, was projected and put in po- 
sition near the fort, to throw across the Narrows. 

Experiments begun to show us that as a petard, 
dynamite was ineffective, by itself. Laid upon any- 
thing its weight (slight in itself) into the square of 
its tremendous velocity of explosion, made it a 
wonderful breaking force. Laid against a wall its 
inertia was a trifling factor. 

To bring about piercing and then explosion with 
our piercing guns, Zalinski saw little hope and 
still less with the pneumatic gun; so he turaed his 
attention to using the momentum of the charge of 
nitroes, ex: joding it before its velocity might be 
arrested. any ingenious devices were arranged 
for this, and expensive experiments made. But be- 
fore —— satisfactory was reached, it became 
evident that the use ia war of small quantities of the 
high explosives was but trifling with the real ques- 
tion; and that to do effective work against what 
pes to be overcome, we must have an overwhelminz 

orce. 

The 8-in. gun was then projected and mounted on 
Fort Lafayette by permission of the Secretary of 
War. lt cannot be said that the first guns were a 
loss. Their handling and use taught how safely tu 
handle the higher calibre, and developed in a cheap 
manne: the peculiarities and management of 
highly compressed air. 

Zalinski now confident of getting his charge to 
the turget as an aerial torpedo, turned his whole at- 
tentiou to his wonderful electric fuse.

QUARTERMASTER-GENERAL’S OFFICE. 


THE annual report of the Quartermaster-General shows 
an expenditure of $10,647,302.42.and balance in Treasury 
undrawa at end of June 30, 1887, $1,469,239.56. 

During the year the construction of 71 new buildings was 
authorized, at an estimated cost of $150,638. Repairs at the 
various posts cost $282,706, and at the independent posts, re- 
cruiting stations and oes 700. 

To complete the building of the New York depot itis 
estimated that about $86,000 will be needed in co uence 
of increasing the weight of the building by two stories. 

The losses by fire during the year have been as follows: 
Officers’ quarters at Fort Snelling, storehouse at Jefferson 
Barrac3, laundry building at Fort Assinniboine, officers’ 
quarters at Fort Riley, Smith shop at Fort Missoula, ad- 
ministration ouilding at Fort Du Chesne, cottage building 
at Fort Meade, shop building at Fort Reno, an engine house 


at Fort Wayne. 

Transportation was provided for 187,549 persons, 145,010 
tons of freight and 7,695 animals, costing $2,832,908.09. Rail- 
road transportation furnished by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment cost $1, .22. The total cost of repairing, run- 
ning and maintaining the vessels owned by the vepartment 
was $100,271.67. There were military supplies transported 
by w.gon carriage at a cost of $310,10).57, and $30,753.33 was 
expended in extra baggage transportation. 

The balance payment 0a account of telegraphing for the 
Army during the vear was $4,558.39. There were purchased 
during the year 1,405 cavalry and artillery horses at $134.65 
Bis ne. i draught horses at $210.9, and 625 mules at 


There remain 1,506 claims under act July 4, 1864, on hand, 
involving’ $1,406,271.38. 
For clothing and equipage supplies, $1,277,532.69 was ex- 


pended. 

In rd to the clothing furnishei,the report states: No 
complaints as to the quality of the clothing and equi 
furnished by this Department to the enlisted men of the 
Army have bven received at this office. These supplies it is 
desired to have as near perfect as human thuught and fore- 
sight can make them. 

The foot gear for the enlisted men of the Army, however, 
has not reached that state of perfection so desirable. So far 
as the material purchased therefor is concerned, it is the best 
that can be procured, but the manner of fasteping the soles 
to the uppers so as t) adapt them to the use of the military 
service, is im the main difficult to be solved. The subject, 
however, is under consideration and study. 

Regar‘ting the issues to the militia the report states that 
the requisitions coming close together caused some little de- 
lay, but nu inconvenience has resulted to the encampmeats 
of the militia. It is suggesteu that the respective Governors 
be called upon in the early part of the calendar year to pre- 
pure estimates of supplies that may be needed,and to forward 
them by the month of March. 

It has cost $3,181.77 to clothe the Apache prisoners. 

There are 82 nutional cemeteries and 73 superintendents. 

* In conclusion,” Gen. Holabird says, “ it is due to the offi- 
cers associuted with the Quartermaster-Genera! in his office 
and to those elsewhere doing duty in the Department that 
careful testimony should be borne to their continued devo- 
tion to the public interest ; their integrity and their zealous 
and faithful service, which, gs heretofore, continue to be 
marked characteristics of the officers of the department.”

WATERVLIET ARSENAL. 


Tue work of reconstructing the arsenal at Watervliet has 
been in active progress during the past summer, and it is 
now ho that actual work upon the manufacture of heavy 
guns will be commenced by another month, The floors of 
the store house have been removed so asto transform it 
into a one-story building, 60 by 400 feet, and 25 to 30 feet 
high in the clear. Heavy stone foundations have been laid 
for the planing, boring and other machines, the lathes, 
etc., which bave been transferred hither from the arse 
and foundries at West Point, South Boston, Watertown, 
Frankford and Fortress Monroe. 

Skilied workmen have been drawn from other Govern- 
ment work shops, and the works will be ready by the end of 
the year toturn outtwo 10-in. guns, and — six or 
2 wy 6-in. guns each year. Therefore the shopsat Water- 
viiet will contait. no cupolas or other appliances known to 
foundries, as they will be devoted strictly to assembling and 
finishing tha guns, jackets, rings, and all other parts fur- 
pished to them from private foundries. It is under advise- 
ment whether or no the manufacture of carriages for the 
great guns shall be attempted. , 

A tract of considerably over 100 acres is contained in the 
triangle arsenal grounds, has a base on the Hudson River, 
and a direct communication with the world by the Erie Ca- 
nal which runs through it,thus giving whurfage, on the 
canal and on the river, and ready access to the ey of New 
York, and to ali the ocean ports as well as to the lake ports 
in the interior. Close by are some of. the largest iron and 
steel mills in the country. As a fortress, it isove of the 
strongest in the country. Water power is furnished during 
more than one-half the year from a raceway cut from the 
canal to the river with a fall of 18 feet.

DO WE OWN BEHRING SEA? 


THe brief filed at Sitka by the counsel of the 
United States Government chews to what extent 
the State Department is prepared to go in maintain- 
ing our claim of exclusive jurisdiction over Behring 
Sea, east of the line established by the treaty of 1867 
as the boundary between Russian aud Ameri- 
can waters in the North Pacific. 

The British sealers were seized at a point in Bebr- 
ing Sea about 130 miles north of the island of Oun- 
alaska, the nearest land. They are prosecuted un- 
der 4 section of the Revised Statutes which provides 
that no persons other than those licensed by the 
Goverament shall kill any fur-bearing animal 
“within the limits of Alaska Territory or in the 
waters thereof.’ The defence, of course, is a denial 
of the United States’ jurisdiction in Behring Sea be- 
yond the marine leayue belt recognized by the com- 
mon law of nations. 

This controversy opens the most important inter- 
national question with which the United States is at 
present concerned. in view of the importance of 
the principle and the magnitude of the sea area in- 
volved, the century old headland question of the 
Atlantic fisheries becomes insignificant in compari- 
son. The United States asserts the doctrine that 
from the chain of Aleutian Islands up to Behring 
Strait the waters of the North Pacific Ocean are 
landlocked and belong exclusively to us, with the 
exception of a narrow strip along the Asiatic coast; 
and that we have thesame domimion oyer them as 
over the waters of Lake Michigan, or of Cheaspeake 
Bey or of Long Island Sound. 

he sea area covered by this most important and 
interesting claim is about three times as great as the 
entire Gulf of Mexico. Roughly speaking, it 13 equal 
to the Mediterranean, the Adiiatic, the Adgean, and 
the Black Seas combined. Take a map of the world 
on Mercator’s projection, and draw a line from the 
middie of Bebrinvg Strait southwesterly to a point 
midway between Attou [sland, the westernmost of 
the Aleutian archipelago, aud Copper Island, just 
east of Kantchatka. That represents the line of de- 
marcation precisely stated and established by the 
treaty ceding Alaska to the United States. The tri- 
angular body of water enclosed by this imaginary 
frontier on the northwest, by the chain of the Aleu- 
tian Islands on the south, and on the east by the 
coast of Alaska proper, forms the *inclosed sea ”’ 
over which the State Department claims exclusive 
dominion for the United States. 

Attou Island, the westernmost point of United 
States territory, is in the longitude of New Zealand. 
It is actually further west of Sitka than San Fran- 
cisco is of New York. Attou is as far west of New 
York as New York is west of Trebizond or Moscow. 
More than a hundred miles beyond this isiand, 10 the 
open Pacific waters, is the western limit reached by 
the laws which Congress makes—that is the claim. 

Can we shut the world out of Bebring Sea? Is 
that body of water really an enclosed sea, an inland 
sea, in the sense recognized by the international 
code? In seliing Alaska to us, had Russia the right 
to convey also exclusive dominion over this vast 
region of brine? These are the points involved 
in the controversy about tbe British sealing schoon- 
ers seized by our revenue cutters in order to protect 
the business of our tenant, the Alaska Commercial 
Company. It appears that our Government is pre- 
paring to answer all of these several questions un- 
qualifiedly in the affirmative. 

The one vital point in the brief prepared by Mr. 
A. K. Delaney, counsel for the United States in the 
cases of the captured British sealers, is thaargument 
thatin the treaty settlement between Russia and 
Great Britain in 1825, Russia’s dominion over Beb- 
roig Sea was not challenged by Great Britain—in 
other words, that it was tacitly recognized. Never- 
theless, the question is in a shape that admits of 
widely different constructions. “If a sea,” says 
Vattell in bis treatise on the Law of Nations, “is eu- 
trely inciosed by the territories of a uation, and has 
no other communication with the oceau than by a 
channel of which that nation may take possession, 
it appears that such a sea is no less capable of bein 
occupied and becoming property than the land, an

THE DIVISION OF THE MISSOURL. 


CoLongeL J. C. BRECKINRIDGE, Inspector General, Divis- 
ion of the Missouri, in bis annual report to the senior Ia- 
oom General of the Army, states that he has i ed 
the accounts of some 145 disbursing officers, expending 
$14,750,697.11, which. with the exception of occasivna! errors, 
were peverally correct, and indicated a faithful disburee- 
ment of public funds. He asks that the Inspector General's 
Department be “ freed from any bickeriogs or beseechings 
from other offices to obtuin the assistance absolutely neces- 
sary for the proper conduct of its work.” ‘he careless- 
ness displayed iu keeping the check books of disbursing 
officers is remarked upon, and it is urged that the same safe- 
guurds should be applied to these as is in use in private cor- 

orations, uniformity, regularity and accuracy in them 

ng essential to the y and accurate verifieation of 
officers’ accounts. Attention is called to the fact that the 
supervisory power granted to commanding officers previous 
to the law of April 20, 1874, continues still and ought to con- 
tinue, and should be exercised, as it would protect the Army 
completely from the scandals which occasionally threaten 
it. “No authority to inspect accounts that has every rested 
in any military bureau orauthority has been taken away 
by the act referred to.” The annual reports of post com- 
manders should be rendered June 1, 80 as to be available for 
the annual reports oft tue Inspector General and of the Sec- 
retury of War. Monthly reports should be made on other 
things besides target practice. Bayunet anc sabre exercise, 
pistol and mounted practice, and marcbiuy with full kit are 
wholly neglected at some posts, and in one instance a cav- 
alry company had no practice with the pistol for three years, 
suspended during the 
target season and during the cold weather. “ It is submitted 
that the Service would receive great benefit frow a simpie 
decision combining and extending paragraphs 178 and 364 ot 
the Iafantry Tactics, so there shall be only one system of 
instructing infantry non-commissioned officers at any post, 
instead of a variety as great as the number of compenies 
prisenot,and combining the bayonet exercise with the man- 
ual of arms as closely as ‘the firings’ are now. Artillery 
target practice is the crying wan‘ of our Service.”

Attention is called to “a eertain deteriorativn in the in- 
struction and ability of our non-commissioned officers” and 
the necessity tor the theoretical instructiun of officers at 
the post. On another point he says: “The poverty of the 
widows of army otticers may as well be acknowledged, and 
it is so pitiable that it should be guarded against. It is sub- 
mitted, as only just, toat a small per cent. of each officer's 
pay be retained as non-forfeitable and paid, with interest, 
when he leaves the Service. There is better provision now 
for the enlisted man to leave the Service decorously than for 
the otficer. The Government does not encourage its officers 
to look after their private interests, but requires the devo- 
tion of every hour and thought to its interests. How much 
the nation has beaefited by this service, and what seif- 
abuegation its officers have shown is no more than is due 
and unquestionably given to such a country, and can still be 
relied upon. Bat the poverty the officers cannot guard 
against, the law may.” 

Adverting to the present Springfield rifles, Col. Breckin- 


dge says: 

"Phe reports show considerable dissatisfaction and com- 
plaints as to the construction of the new musket, and even 
that the men are afraid to use the new Springfield rifle on ac- 
count of the frequent breakages, and narrow escapes from 
poaily injuries, resulting from these accidents. As thee 
muskets must be supplanted by magazine weapons as soou 
as European example encourages us to adopt one, relief 
from the present troubles will soon come, and so the de- 
tailed complaints are not repeated here.”

Three troops of cavalry 
and two companics of infantry have been ordered 
from Fort Meade to Fullock’s Fork, between the 
Tongue River Agency and tbe Crow Agency, for 
service in case of anv extended outbreak by the 
Crows, and to prevent them, should they be disposed 
to do 80, from bri aking away in a southeasterly di- 
rection. At Fort Custer, within eight miles of the 
Crow Agency, there are five troops of cavalry and 
two compunies of infantry, also one company of in- 
fantry immediately at the Agency.” 

A special from Billings says: * Word has been 
received that althougo the rumor of soldiers being 
killed is unfounded, active preparations are being 
made for some serious move. Geo. Ruger, Vepart- 
ment Commander, will arrive at Fort Caster, Oct. 
23. Swora Bearer and piriv have been down at 
Cheyenne Agency, on Tongue River, for the past 
few days, and wi'l return to-morrow to Custer, prob- 
ably bringing Cheyenne bucks with them as rein- 
forcemenisa. Armstrong is still at the Agency, and 
the indications are that a conflict will occur Mon- 
day or Tuesday.” ; 

A despatch of Oct. 26 from Billings says: “ Great 
secrecy is maintained at Fort Custer as vo the plan 
to be pursued in arresting the Indians. Sixteen com- 
panies of troops are now at the post, and two com- 

anies will be oraered from Missoula. It is the be- 
jef that Gen. Dudley, commanding the Ist Cavalry, 
will take the field in person. Wrap:-Up-His. Tail, or 
Sword- Bearer, who leads the refractory Crows, has 
just returned from the Cheyenne Agency, where, 
with 50 of bis followers, he went to recruit. There 
is vow a sufficient number of troops here to prevert 
further outbreaks, and the settlers need no longer 
be alarmed.” 

A band of well armed Gros Ventres are on the 
Crow Reservation, eu route to the Shoshone Agency, 
but it is believed that Gen. Ruger will be able to set- 
tle the whole difficulty without bioodshed.

For six hours’ continuous steaming with 
natural draught, the mean speed attained was 18.7 
knots. This vessel was ordered by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in June ijast year, as the best of fifteen 
competitive designs submitted by various builders. 
Her load displacement is 4,600 tons. She has a pro- 
tective deck 4.75 in. thick, carries four 21-ton, six 
12-c., and 12 smail guns, und is fitted with five tor- 
pedo-tubes. Her engines indicate 12,000 horse-power. 
The vessel is fitted with a patent rudder, which 
turns her in a very small circle.

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THE QUESTION OF NAVAL PERSONNEL. 

As the time approaches for the meeting of Con- 
gress, the members of both of ourgreat military ser- 
vices turn towards Washington with instinctive 
fear and hope. Fear lest ill considered legis- 
lation may by reduction of necessary appropriations 
or haphazard movement of the pruning knife stunt 
some promising growth of a progressive movement, 
or by hastily introduced clauses strike a blow at 
the efficiency, discipline or corps d’esprit of the Ser- 
vices. Still, they hope that the representatives of 
the people will see what the leaders of public opin- 
ion, and the great mass of intelligent and public 
spirited Americans have long seen, the crying ne- 
cessity for an efficient system of defensive works 
and armament, both afloat and ashore for our

commission, removed from any and all naval at- 
mospheres, acting as men of affairs and statesmen, 
for it is a question of statecraft, can settle this 
question. 

As to the stagnation in promotion and the 
methods of promotion, that is also a question in- 
volving much fiery discussion, with the question of 
reward of activity, zeal and ability on one side and 
the danger of nepotism, injustice, and uncertain 
tenure upon the other. This question discussed 
warmly as it was by Mr. George Bancroft as Seere- 
tary of the Navy in years gone by is neither a 
novel or settled one in this or in other naval services. 
This, too, demands a cold blooded treatment by 
men who are placed so as to be above any suspicion 
of partiality or prejudice. 

Though the stimulus offered by methods of pro- 
motion by selection is great, still it should rot be 
the only stimulus given to professional zeal, ca- 
pacity and activity by the head of the naval person- 
nel, the Secretary of the Navy. In fact, as this 
stimulus is beyond the control of the Secretary, 
there should be other direct incentives. The Sec- 
retary of the Navy, it may be said, is fully occupied 
with his political duties, the great administrative 
care and direction of the routine business of his 
office, in the large questions of the naval policy of 
the country, the ships to be built, the material to 
be provided, and in fact what may be styled the 
administrative and civil duties of his office. 

The personnel of the Navy afloat and ashore is 
dealt with as a whole, in addition to such orders 
the Secretary may issue, by the chief of the various 
bureaux, and by the commandant of the Marine 
Corps. These officers issue orders from time to 
time to the officers and men afloat and ashore, and 
give directions concerning matters which vitally 
affect them, often without the knowledge of the 
Secretary, and Without the knowledge of cach other. 
This alone causes confusion aad want of harmony. 
And now, turning to the question ef, the efficiency 
and the professional advancement of the Service 
here, we see in the various ships and squadrons 
afloat a great want of uniformity in methods, in 
drills, in activity,.in advancement, and. generally 
in efficiency. Comparisons are more or less odious, 
but it isevident to all who read of naval matters, 
that the activity and professional zeal that exists in 
the North Atlantic Squadron at present, does not 
extend to all of our squadrons. It may be said that 
the opportunities are not as good in other stations, 
but in response it may also be said that there is not 
sufficient attempt to do all that can be done with 
the facilities that are afforded: 

Aad here comes the question of the Departmsant 
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given to the admirals and commanders of ships act- 


ing singly? What drills are insisted upon for the 
various organizations afloat ? Whose business is it 
to keep an eye upon the efficiency of these various 
squadrons and ships? There is not an official within 
the walls of the Navy Department charged with 
bureau or executive duty that is senior to the com- 
manders in chief of our various naval forces; the 
Secretary of the Navy has no naval chief of staff, 
and the admiral of the Navy on the active list has 
nearly the same connection with the personnel of 
the Navy that he would have it he were on the re- 
tired list, and it ie not at all certain but that some 
retired officers have more direct control of the per- 
sonnel than the admiral has at present. 

In fact the personnel has no home in the Navy 
Department ; there is no naval official charged with 
the government, discipline and training of the offi- 
cers and men, and is it wondered that the profes- 
sional activity and zeal of our naval officers should 
be exhibited mostly on shore, and that the silent ten- 
dency is towards a shore station as the post of 
honor, and the largest field for a professional 
career ? 








WE publish elsewhere an interesting article re- 
ferring to the discussion which has arisen as to our 
right to treat Behring’s sea as a mare clausum. 
It is the revival of a controversy which originated 
in 1821 over an ukase issued by the Emperor Alex- 
ander, prohibiting foreign vessels from approaching 
within less than one hundred Italian miles of 
Bebring’s sea, over which Russia then claimed 
exclusive jurisdiction. We have fallen heir to the 
claim on the part of Russia, which we then dis- 
puted, and which was discussed through the news- 
papers as well as by the diplomatic corps, the Balti- 
more Chronicle of May 10, 1823, declaring that : 

Old Neptune one morning was seen on the rocks, 

Shedding tears by the pailful and tearing his locks; 

He cried, x Land Lubber has stolen, on this day, 

Full four thousand miles of my ocean away; 


y 
He swallows the earth (he exclaims with emotion), 
And then to quench appetite, slap goes the ocean. 


We acquired by a treaty which expired in 1834, 
the temporary right to fish and trade in the bays, 
creeks, harbors, etc., of Behring’s sea, but the con- 


.troversy as to its control was still alive when the 


Northwestern territory passed into our possession by 
purchase in 1867, twenty years ago. Thus we have 
fallen heirs to it, and some of our original argu- 
ments against the Russian assumption return to 


plague us. 


THE detail of Major Asa B. Gardiner, J. A., to 
duty in the office of the Secretary of War adds an- 
other valuable officer to the personal staff of Mr. 
Endicott. Major Gardiner will be the Secretary’s 
adviser on questions of law, and especially those 
arising under appropriations for the construction of 
bridges and other important engineering work. He 
will stand in the same relation to Mr. Endicott that 
Colonel Barr did to ex-Secretary Lincoln. The 
staff bureaus of the War Department are well rep- 
resented in the Secretary’s personal staff. There is 
Captain Taylor, of the Orduance Department, to 
whom are referred all papers on the subject of ord- 
nance; Oolonel Hoyt, quartermaster, who has 
charge of the supply division of the Secretary’s 
office, and Major Henry M. Adams,'Engineer Corps, 
who reports upon all papers relating to engineering 
work. With such a corps of assistants the business 
of the War Department surely ought to be trans- 
acted efficiently and with despatch. 














Now that our crdvance people are able to build 
and furnish the new high-powered steel guns with 
certainty and moderate despatch, it would bean excel- 
Jent idea to have the vessels of the Hnterprise and 
Nipsic class, while retained as a part of the Navy, 
armed with some of these guns, if for no other 
end than to familiarize the officers and men with 
their drill and manipulation. It certainly seems 
unnecessary to arm our wooden ships with obsolete 
guns, for no other reason than that the ships them- 
selves aré in the same category ; so much the more 
necessity for furnishing them with modern ord- 
nance, so that the armament may, as far as possi- 
ble, offset the antiquity of the craft. The battery 
of the Enterprise, for example, might consist of six 
6-inch breech-loading rifles in place of the present 
battery of four smooth bores and a single large 
pivot. With the modern style of guusarranged 60 
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that at least four could be employed on a side, the 
necessity for a pivot gun would not exist to the 
same extent as under the present arrangement. 








PASSED ASSISTANT ENGINEER GrorcEe W. BAIRD, 
U.S. N.,in his annual report of the operations of 
the Engineer Department of the U.S. Fish Com- 
mission steamer Albatross, states that the engines of 
this veseel were in operation during the year 1,160% 
hours, covering 9,49 geographical miles—a mean of 
8.182 knots perhour. The highest speed recorded 
for one hour was 10.4 knots. The two Herreshoff 
steam cutters performed good service during the 
year and were always ready when required. 
The “uniformly white,’steady and agreeable light 
from the Edison incandescent lamps” continued 
throughout the year. The Albatross was the 
first Government vessel of any nation that em- 
ployed the incandescent electric lighting for internal 
illumination. It was after the experiment had been 
made in this vessel that the Navy Department vent- 
ured to light its sbips in a similar manner. With the 
dypnamos in operation 1574 hours, during which time 
a mean of about 47 lamps were in circuit, the total 
cost of the light of the vessel was but $250.58. Some 
slight changes in the dynamos are recommended. 
The mean life time of a lamp, as estimated by Mr. 
Baird after a practical test, is 932 hours and 54 
minutes. 








Sureron J. N. Fut, U.S. Navy, in that portion 
of his annual report to the Fish Commission relat- 
ing to some professional observations made during 
a cruise of the Albatross among the Bahama Islands, 
mentions acase of hysterical paralysis of several 
months’ continuance, the patient having been utter- 
ly unable to move a muscle of the lower extremities 
during that time. “ The subject was a well condi- 
tioned young girl, one among numerous victims of 


a remarkable epidemic of hysteria attending great. 


religious excitement on Cat Island. Several hundred 
perrons, a very large percentage of the whole popu- 
lation, were said to have been affected, mostly 
young peoy le, and their wild vagaries were related 
by witnesses with a solemnity that assured the 
hearer how firmly rooted was the belief in the 
supernatural character of the manifestations. 
Treatment of this case by nerve tonics and electri- 
city for afew days was attended by such marked 
improvement that a complete and speedy recovery 
was certain.” 





A CORRESPONDENT writes : ‘It is gratifying to note 
the large number of Captains sent on recruiting ser- 
vice and it is to be hoped that the Lieutenants de- 
tailed there were war officers as, no doubt, ‘ prefer- 
ably Lieutenants’ meant tbese. The Captains now 
in the Army are largely past middle age, with child- 
ren more than ripe for education and the ad- 
vantages of civilization, s0 you may imagine what 
a boon a two years’ tour in the vicinity of good 
schools is to these anxious fathers. Blessed be the 
Colonels who have been so good and considerate in 
these matters."’ Still there are not a few who be- 
lieve in the principle enunciated in par. 167, Army 
Regulations, that “Captains . . shall not, ex- 
cept for urgent reasons, be detailed upon duties sep- 
arating them from their companies for any consid- 
erable time.” 








AT a meeting of the Executive Council of the Mil- 
itary Service institution, held Oct. 26, the following 
was selected as the subject for the Prize Essay of 
1887: “ Organization and Training of a National 
Reserve for Military Service.”” The object is to 
open for discussion the general question of howa 
national reserve force available, should be organ- 
ized and how it should be trained by annual mane- 
uvres or otherwise, for immediate service. Lieuten- 
ant E. R. Hills, 5th Artillery, was elected Assistant 
Secretary of the Lnstitution, in place of Lieutenant 
E. S. Farrow, 2ist Infantry, resigned. 








Since 1881, or during the last five years, France 
has expended ninety-five milhons of dollars in the 
construction and repair of her navy with the result 
of increasing its present value only thirty-five mil- 
lions. This statement of fact is commended to the 
attention of the critics of our Navy who assume 
that for every dollar expended in this way upon our 
Navy we should havea dollar to show in increased 
valuation.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


In Orders 195, Fort Lewis, Col., Ovt. 13, Colone} 
Swaine, 22d Inf., commanding, announces the death 
Oct. 12 of the Post Surgeon, Captain T. A. Cunning- 
ham, Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. A., recapitulates 
his military service, and says: ‘“ Possessing great 
skill as a surgeon and kuowledge as a physician be 
was nevertheless a constant studént, keeping well 
advanced in the science of his profession; while in 
devotion to his duties both military and professional 
his record is most commendable." 


Masor AtFrep Morpecal, formerly of the U.8. 
Army, and for many years past Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Canal Uompany, died at his residence 
in Philadelphia on Sunday morning, Oct. 23, after a 
brief illness. Maj. Mordecai was born in North Car- 
olina Jan. 3, 1804, and his military career extended 
over a period of 42 years. He was graduated at 
the head of his class at the U. 8. Military Academy 
in 1823, a position held during the last 2 years of his 
cadetship, and was assigned to the Engineer Corps, 
but on the organization of the Ordnance Corps vol- 
untarily transferred to that branch of the Service. 
At the time he resigned his commission in the Army, 
he had attained the rank of major of ordnance, and 
brevet major, U. 8. A., for valuable services ren- 
dered during the war with Mexico. He bore the 
ee of being one of the ablest officers ia the 
military service, which was attested by assignments, 
at all times, to duties uiring the bigh degree 
of professional knowledge. The members of the 
“ Associates of Graduates of the Military Apsteny 
present at the last meeting, will never forget the 
ease aud grace with which Maj. Mordecai presided, 
nor shall his touching allusion to his absent com- 
rades soon be effaced from our memories. His 
words are realized in thiasad event, “It needs not 
the warning of their absence toremind me that, 
with ad vaaocing age, I may not perbaps be present ata 
future occasion of this kind.” In reviewing so briefly 
the military record of our departed friend, we finda 
fitting tribute to his character as a man and citizen, 
in the words of an old acquaintance, uttered the 
night beforethe major’s death, and with no knowl- 
edge of his approaching end: “No man in this city is 
sndowed with such a lovely and lovable nature; no 
man is more esteemed and respected, and there is no 
truer gentleman in every sense of the word than 
Maj. Mordecai.” This sentiment finds an echo ir 
the hearts of a large circle of fmends and acquaint- 
ances, who will be solaced to learn that his end, like 
his life, was peaceful and tranquil. - b&w 


CommanpDER Wriuram Gisson, U. 8. Navy, re- 
tired, an officer of long and distinguished service, 
died at Atlantic City, N. J.. Oct. 28, of nervous pros- 
tration, superinduced by malaria, contracted while 
on duty last autumn at the Wasbington mone tee 
Comdr. Gibson was @ mted tothe Navy m 
Pennsylvania, Feb. 11, and attained the rank of 
commander Jan. 13, 1879. He served on the gunboat 
Reefer in the Gulf of Mexico duriogthe Mexican 
War, was closely engaged with the batteries and 
troops in the two attacks on Alvarado, and was 
present at Tobasco. In 1849, while serv on the 
coast survey svhooner Ewing he was assaulted by a 
mutinous and deserting boat’s crew in the bay of 
San Francisco, thrown. overboard, rescued and re- 
suscitated frown drowning, and thanked by the su- 
perintendent of the Coast suryey for “characteristic 
gallantry.” While commanding the schooner Fen- 
nore in 154-55, the surveys of the coast of Niphon 
in the Japan Sea and the Aleutian chain of islands 
was conducted solely by that vessel, and Com- 
mander Rodgers (now Rear Admiral) complimented 
him for his “ zeal, his energy. and the —— ofa 
dangerous cruise,” and wrote that his “ ulness 
was in inverse proportion to thesize of his veesel.”’ In 
July, 1862, he attained the grade of lieutenant com- 
mander. His services during the war are b re- 
counted as follows: “Commanding steamer Yan- 
kee, Potomue flotilla, 1862; present during all the 
operations on the James River while MoUlelian oc- 
cupied Harrison’s Landing, and guarded with three 
gunboats his recrossing the Chickahominy. ag 
tured several vessels in a night expedition up Chip 
Oaks Creek, and thanked by Commodore Wilkes. 
He was engaged in turee attacks on Fort McAllister, 
and the destruction of the rebel steamer Nashville, 
after the arrival of Capt. Worden in the Montauk; 
aig my: by the late Rear Admiral Du Pont in a let- 

r to the Navy ent for “great spirit and 
vigilance.” In 1 be had frequent engagements 

th the batteries near Charleston, and Rear Ad- 
miral Dehigren wrote that bis * Monitor service 
would always be a handsome testimonial iu his 
favor.””

NAVAL MANCEUVRES AT NEWPORT.

POINTS IN TACTICS. 


THE paragraph in Upton’s Infantry Tactics which 
states that: *‘As the motions relative tothe .. . 
fixing and unfixing of the bayonet cannot be exe- 
cuted at the rate prescribed, nor even with a uni 
formed swiftness, they are not subjected to the 
cadenve,”’ has long been made the excuse, in the 
Regular Army, for a most slovenly and ragged per- 
formance of these movements, yet notably in cer- 
tain organizations of the National Guard, a disposi- 
tion not to construe too literally this passive pro 
scription has almost brought their execution up to 
the standard, with respect to cadence and uniform- 
ity, of the remainder of the manual. And this 
appears both proper and desirable, if not too diffi- 
cult of attainment. But no amount of drill will 
entirely obviate the trouble, which is inherent m 
the movement itself; and since some importance 
seems to be generally attached to the subject, a 
* fix” and * unfix bayonets,” which are susceptible 
of greater rapidity, ease, uniformity, precision, and 
regularity of execution, are herewith proposed, as a 
substitution for, or modification of, those move 
ments in the tactics. It would be easy to illustrate 
in a general way by a sketch the first, second, and 
intermediate positions thereof, inversely. It will be 
sufficient to discuss the priociples involved, from 
which the movement may be readily described and 
divided into not more thau three motions. 

The bayonet is reversed direct to the front, being 
fixed and unfixed with the piece at ‘order arms,” 
the soldier assuming (perhaps at the preparatory 
command) the first position of “‘ about face.’’ 

1. [t would seem to bea principle proper to be 
observed in the manual of arms, that the fewer the 
commands and motions employed to effect a re- 
quired change of position in the person or piece, the 
better; and that in the latter case, or where the 
condition of the arm itself is altered, the movement 
is preferably accomplished (when practicable) by a 
slight change of position in the person, rather than 
a radical change of position of the piece. 

Ta Upton (page 34-36) the bayonet 1s fixed and un 
tixed, both from an “ order” and a ** carry,”* by con- 
veying the piece bodily to the left side, ete. The 
“fix” and “.unfix” from a “tarry” (the normal 
position of the soldier under arms, in our tactics) 
may be disregarded, because the movement of the 
piece just mentioned is compensated for by the 
necessity of coming toau “order” in the method 
proposed. There is likewise an equivalence in re- 
turning to the “ carry,’’ but, one motion more in the 
Tactics, if the piece be brought to an “ order.” after 
fixing the bayonet. Tw “fix” or “ unfix bayonets” 
from an “order” and returu thereto, according to 
Upton, two commands and two movements of the 
piece are necessary, while in the substitution pro- 
posed no movement whatever of the piece ia re- 
Se and the execution is caused by a single com- 
mand. 

2. Upton defines the position of the piece as fol- 
lows: “The butt striking the ground about eight 
inches in rear of the left toe, tue piece inclined to 
the front’—manifestly with a varying inclination 
and distance, individually and collectively, from 
the inability of the soldier to measure space to the 
rear of him, bis eyes being * straight to the front.”’ 
And the second motion : ** Draw the bayonet from 
the scabbard and fix it on the end of the barrel; 
drop the right hand by the side.”’ 

The result is, the soldier spreads bimself in order 
to obviate the restraint of his position, finds the 
palm of his hand out of adjustment with respect to 
the neck (shank) of the bayoaet, and draws or re- 
turns the latter without uniformity, reversiug it in 
every conceivable direction because none is pre- 
scribed. While some men glance toward the scab- 
bard in order to retura the bayouet, others (among 
them the cadets at West Point) slide the left hand 
aloug the piece, the inclination of which is altered 
by the attempt to seize the point of the bayonet and 
guide it to its destination. Even regularity is im- 
possible under such circumstances, and asa matter 
of fact, is no longer aimed at. 

Now, in the substitution proposed, the half-face to 
the mght (first position of “about,”) while it in- 
creases the space allowance of the soldier, enables 
him to execute the greater partof the movement 
between himeelf and his rifie, the palm of bis band 
adjusts itself naturally at right angles to the neck of 
the bayonet, while the latter is reversed, in either 
case, direct to the front—a very effective movement 
aud capable of being executed with great uniform- 
ity. Although the scabbard is brought forward by 
this position, it is deemed best to prescribe that the 
soldier shall look towards it while returning the 
bayonet. 

3. In the manual of.arms thereare certain motions, 
a failure to simultaneously execute which, is partic- 
ularly noticeable and offensive, and that ars depen- 
dent, in a measure, upon sight or sound, or upon 
both senses. For example, the passing from a 
“carry” to a “support”? may be called a sight 
movement. The click of the hammer, caused by 
cocking the rifle, is a purely sound movement, 
as is fixing the bayonet on, or unfixing it from, the 
muzzle of the piece; while the penultimate motion 
in coming to the “ carry” from any other position, 
is both a sight and sound movement if vigor- 
ously performed. Now, the soldier should be 
taught to count mentally in order to acquire the 
cadence, but the senses of sight and hearivg may 
properly aid bim in perfecting himself therein. Let 
us suppose that the command 1. Squad, 2. Keady, 
has been given. . From whatever cause an individual 
soldier fails to obey, when the sharp click of the re- 
maining hammers recalis him to his senses and he 
executes the movement a trifle late—but better 
late thau never. Again, from inattention or 
otherwise he starts to come to an “order” at 
the command: 1. Support, 2. Arms, but saves 
himself by seeing (although his eyes may be “ direct 
to the front,”) the-pieces of his immediately adja- 
cent comrades ae approach and recede 
from him on his right and left..

Both the eyes and ears are 
turned toward the right, and wit practice, the 
most difficult parts of the motions, viz.: the reverse

the quick snap of adjusting it upon, or removing it 
from, the muzzle (sound movement)—the initial 
point in both cases being a well trained ‘right guide 
—may be made, if not strictly simultaneous, at least 
not individually successive as obtains now. 

Finally, the writer bases the above claims upon av 
actual experiment of several years’ duration with a 
battalion of cadets, to whom this“ fix” and *“un- 
fix bayonets" presented no greater difficulty than 
other points of the manual. 

If, in the present advanced state of tactics, in 
which greater individual freedom ‘is allowed the sol- 
dier than ever before. these observations should ap- 
pear bypercritica!l, 1t may be answered that the 
above assertion is true principally with respect to 
tactical combinations and manceuvres, and that the 
uviform execution of the munual must ever remain, 
as hitherto, an essential part of parade and cere- 
monies in general, and as such deserving of especial 
attention and the utmost perfection attainable. 

In this connection, the * left shoulderarms,”’ sup- 
posed to be a slight modification of the old * carry " 
(probably of Svott’s Tactics), is suggested as a substi- 
tute for the “support,’’ or as a relief from the 
positions ot “carry” and “right shoulder,” with 
arms that do not possess a hammer or convenient 
lock-bolt, as is the case with one or more of the 
magazine rifles recently recommended for trial in 
the field. The position may be taken from “nmzht 
shoulder,” * carry,” and order,” by motions almost 
identical with those required for the “support.” 
And this suggests the propriety of modifying the 
tacticsso that the piece may be brought from ao 
“order” to “right shoulder” or * support,’’ either 
by the corresponding command, or, in the former 
case, that of * double time "’ without the useless and 
dilatory intervention of the “carry.” The respre- 
tive motions and positions are the same as from the 
“carry."’ Nothing new is required to be learned— 
only autiorization of the movement is needed. L. 








ALUMINIUM-BRONZE. 


WE bave already presented the argument on be- 
half of the use of alumivium-bronze for heavy gups, 
which is contained in the lecture of Mr. Alfred A. 
Cowles, delivered before the U.S. Naval Lnstitute 
on Thursday of this week, Lieut. Austin M. Kuigbt, 
U. 8. N.. presiding. By way of mtroduction to tbis 
argument, Mr. Cowles considered at some length the 
requirements of a perfect gun anda perfect gun 
metal. “Such a gun,” he said, * must be of one 
piece, 1p order to act like @ great spring; it should 
respond very stiffly to the pressure of the 
gases, always perfectiv recoverivg its original form, 
and its walls should be hard enough to withstand 
the abrasive action of the projectile.”” Hardness, 
Mr. Cowles contended, has ceased to be one of the 
principal requirements iv heavy guns, as the inser- 
tion in the bore of aastee]l tube with their walls 
would protect the gun against the destructive effect 
of the ball and the powder gases, and this tube, 
when destroyed, could be renewed at small expense. 
What is required is that the gun should have the 
maximum of ductility that can be ob'ained without 
sacrificing a high elastic limit and elusticity, espe- 
cially in the metal immediately surrounding the 
bore. The many recorded failures of steel guns, 
and the known instances of cast-iron guns surpass- 
ing steel in endurance and approaching it in de- 
structive power was alluded to, and the im possibil- 
ity of | all the strength of the metal ia a 
built > gun is pointed out. “If the nicely calcu- 
lated adjustment of internal compreseion and exter- 
nal tension is ever attained in practice, service has 
demonstrated that forming the gun of so man 
parts destroys the result attained, after a email 
number of discharges.”’ 

Aside from the question of its value for heavy 
guns, aluminium-bronze undoubtedly has great 
value. Heretofore brass has been the only compo- 
sition available which would resist corrosion. In 
addition to this merit, the new alloy has great ten- 
sile an 1 transverse strength. These qualities, united 
to that of bardness, renders it the most valuable ad- 
dition to the workshop of the eogine builder that 
has appeared for many years. Under the patents 
controlled by Mr. Cowles, of Lockport, N. Y., alu- 
minium-bronze can be manufactured in any quan- 
tity and of various degrees of hardness and ductil- 
ity to meet the wants of the manufacturing world, 
avd the products of these works bid fair to revolu 
tionize many branches of machine manufacture 
and ordnance. 








UNIFORM AND ARMS FOR THE N. C. STAFF. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Now THat dark blue pants bave been oeapeee for 
the Hospital Corps, it appears to be a favorable time 
to urge that they be adopted for all the non -com- 
batants of the Army. The sergeants of the General 
Staff would, I think, without exception, be well 
pleased with the change. In case dark blue pants 
are adopted, it seems as if a dark blue overcoat 
should also be adopted: These changes could at 
one? be brought about with but httleif any ex- 
mse to the Government. The cloth is now on 
and at all military posts, and an order from the 
War Department prescribing dark blue pants and 
overcoat for the General N. C. Staff, with a descrip- 
tion of the new overcoat, would be all that is neces- 
sary, as the sergeants would, I believe, without ex- 
ception, prefer to get the cloth and have the gar 
ments made to order rather than have them issued 
ready made. 

It ap to the writer that some substitute 
should be adopted for the war-like spiked helmet 
for the non-combatants of the Army. 

Paragraph 271, Army Regulations, requires the 
sergeants of the General Staff to appear under arms 
at all inspections and reviews; but nowhere is it 

rescri as to what their arms shall consist of. 

he whole matter is apparently left for post com- 
manders to regulate, and as the said post com- 
manders as a rule do not bother their heads about 
the matter, it is practically left entirely to the ser- 
geants themselve:. The result is that at most poste 
the Non-com. Staff appear at inspections wearing 
swords or sabres of various patterns. At the post 
where the writer is station the three Non.com. 
Staff officers thereat appear at inspections each 
armed with a different weapon. One of them wears 
the old obsolete mt’s sword, another wears a

BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 


COMMENDABLE progress is being made by Civil 
Engr, Asserson at the Brooklyn Navy-yard in trans- 
forming the unsightly and rotten wharves and 
walks about the Yard into an appearance of solid- 
ity and efficiency which they have long lacked. At 
present most of the work is being confined to the 
wharves and landings abreast of the main channel, 
but itis the intention to continue the good work 
until every part of the Yard shall show signs of life 
and thrift. During the last summer considerable 
changes nave been carried out in the dwellings of 
the Yard, notably in the house cqunpeet by the 
Chief Engineer of the Yard, Mr. J. W. Moore, U. 8. 
N. A modification in the steam heating apparatus 
of this house has been made, and gives fur better re- 
sults than the old-fashioned affairs formerly in use. 

he is still occupying the slip near the 
receiving ship Vermont, but itis probable that she 
will make a brief cruise to Newport before lying up 
for the winter. It 1s said that early iu the new + ak 
she will be assigned to et an 4 in the West

Tbe work of en'arzing the caisson of the steel 75- 
ton floating derrick is practically vompleted, and 
will be ready for immersion before the dry dock 
will be prepared for flooding. The king post of this 
derrick is pretty well advaneed toward completion, 
and will be hoisted into position as soon as practica- 
ble. ‘I'his derrick will be of great use in the work of 
hoisting the various heavy weights to be placed on 
board the Miantonomoh and other vessels to be fit- 
ted for sea at this Yard. The work of transferring 
the turret plates and guns from the dock to the 
monitor will probably be done by the steel derrick. 

Large quantities of cement and considerable stone, 
are to be used in the construction of the new dry 
dock, to be constructed by the Simpson Company, at 
the head of the Navy ancborage, and it is the inten- 
tion of the contractors to push the dock to com- 
pletion w‘th as little delay as possible. The stone 
work on the old dry dock is rapidly nearing com- 
pletion, and so far as is known the work of retain- 
ing the water from percolation through the walls 
of the dock is a complete success. 

The ways and keel blocks for the reception of the 
new steel line of battle ship, to be laid down at the 
New York Yard, are being rapidly } ut in place, and 
by the time the material for the beginning are re- 
ceived, the buge ship hous» destined for her erec- 
tion will be in a thoroughly efficient condition for 
the work. In this connection it is neces to 
note that the new plate shop, where nearly all of 
the iron work for this big battle ship will be done, 
is rapidly a pry realization, und will soon be 
an accomplished fact.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


TRUE RELATIONS OF MILITIA AND REGULARS. 


OcTOBER 8, 1887. 
T » the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 

I was struck by a letter in a recent. number of 
te paper protesting against servile following of 

uropeap models in our military system, and calling 
for the adoption of methods suited to our uliar 
conditions and necessities, the writer at the same 
time modestly declining to offer suggestions fora 
reform of the present order. I entirely sympathize 
with your correspondent 1n his dislike of a slavish 
following of foreign methods, while believing that 
most useful lessonsin the Art Military arc to be 
learned where that art is practiced on a great scale 
The indulgence with which you have treated some 
previous communications*trom me encourages me to 
sevd a few thoughts on our military system and po- 
sition which may possibly not be untimely now 
when there isso much interest taken in the militia 
and so generalan effort for a closer union between 
it and the regular forces. Let meconclude this pre- 
face by saying that [ never bad the honor of belonging 
to the Army, and that [ have served in the militia, 
and may iherefore be unsuspected of prejudice in 
the following remarks. 

The American military system should be based op 
a recognition of the great fact that the Americans 
are not, and, humanly speaking, never will be,a 
military people. Napiersays the English are “ war- 
like without being wmilitary.’’ Tbe Americans are 
neither, though not lacking courage. Their habits 
of life and political principles alike unfit them for 
soldiersbip. Above all things the American clings 
to hia * personal liberty,” and resists the infliction 
of discipline, and refuses obedience to arbitrarv au- 
thority until taught by bitter experience and neces- 
any. (Wituess our Civil War.) Partly as a result of 
this pational character and partly from other un- 
avoidable and obvious causes, ¢. g., business occupa- 
tions, expense, etc., the militia is, and toa t ex- 
tent must remain, a very crude and imperfect mili- 
tary machine liable to’ dangerous strain, if not to 
utter break down, if too suddenly put te work. It 
would be unable to take the field promptly—in good 
condition—against a trained foe. How ay f militia 
commands could at once make a march of twenty 
miles ma day and bein condition to go into activa 
at the end of it, or, for that matter, without going 
to pieces entirely on the road? How many men in 
even the best trained militiaregiments can properly 
take to pieces, clean, and assemble their muskets? 

Pretty drilling and exaet street marching do not 
alone fit men{ior war, though they are not useless. 
ido not mean by this that the militia are totally 
without value, far from it, but 1 wish to emphasize 
the fact that they can only be profitably used at 
first as a second line in time of war, and that to give 
time for them to be properly organized and seu- 
soned we must have a gular Army capable of 
stemming unassisted the first tide of cunflict. The 
* citizen soldiery’’ could only be mustered after a 
declaration of war, which might be sltogether 
avoided by a proper state o reparation and 
prompt concentration of force. he military sys- 
tem which only permits preparation after hostili- 
ties have begun is an ivsanity, andit 1: fair to as- 
sume that the militia of the country would never be 
called out and mobilized as a simply preventive 
measure. The U.S. Volunteer Militia can never be 
Prussianized into a landwehr; more is the pity. 
This being so, there is all the more need of a suffi- 
cient force of trained troops always absolutely at 
the disposal of the Government. . 

And now to the second portion of our subject, the 
Regular Army. 

The present idea of our rulers is to keep up a 
skeleton which can be recruited into a full fighting 
body in time of war. Should our regular regiments 
be suddenly raised to a war standard by raw re- 
oruita, they would be little, if at all, better than the 
militia, and would be even then a small body 
numerically. Whatis needed is a force compiletel 
organized with full regiments and companies al- 
ways maintained wt war strength, and in the highest 
state of discipline and efficiency. Fortunately our 
geographical position is such that we do not need a 
large Army. We ought to bave forty thousand in- 
fautry with a hundred or a hundred and fifty field 
pieces, the heavy or garrison artiJlery being made a 
separate branch from the field artillery. A suffi- 
cient force of heavy artillery should be kept up anc 
its training should be very different from what it is 
at present. But it is useless to hope for such an 
Army until the intelligence and patriotism of the 
average Congressman rises to a higher level than 
has yet been attained. 

The present 25 infantry regiments might, how- 
ever, be recruited to their maximum of 1,000 men 
each, and the ten light batteries be given six guns 
each instead ot four, as-at present. This would give 
us a respectable force and would tend to raise the 
discipline and efficiency of the Service. These troo 
might be concentrated at convenient points in the 
various departments in which they were stationed 
at suitable seasons and put through a course of in- 
struction in marching, camping and manceuvring, 
in which “= tilitia s! bo be eo. = 
aged to take part, system wou greatly 
to the advantage of the Army and the people. The 
latter would learn that their Army wasa reality and 
would take pride im it, and the militia would get 
more military know and practice in one year 
from association with such a solid, wel/-kept up 
body of Regular soldiery than they now learn 10 
three from our present meagre and scattered force. 

The militia may become an efficient and reliable 
support to the lars, but a true reserve or re- 
cruiting ground for the Arwy, never. The idea of 
a close and organized connection between the two 
on the Wolseley mod 
ard fair to be reai at least while the conditions 
of the life of the United States continue as at 


resent.

MASSACHUSETTS TEAM AT CHICAGO.

Tothe Hditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In concluding the report of the International Rifle Tour- 

nament at Chicago, in —_ last issue, you say:

The Massachusetts team included four professional ex- 
rts, The general average of men it was that beat us. 
ad four men of the average general average of the other 
six members of the team been in the place of Hinman, Far- 
row, Bull and Bull, the general average of the eatire team, 
four rene would have been 42 points below the Div. Mo. 
team. jassacbusetts men are gentlemen; they looked 
like soldiers, acted like soldiers and gentlemen throughout; 
were magnificently coached; showed admirable qualities of 
self-possession und m y, and the team will be presented 
to Gen. Terry to morrow by mutual! inclination.’ ” 

Permit me to differ very strongly from the first clause of 
this sentence. Neither Privates ww, M. W. or F. R. Bull 
is a professional expert, nor is Maj. Hinman. I have always 
been led tv velieve that a professional is one who makes bis 
calling and earns his livelihood from adhering to one spe- 

occupation. Webster defines professional as ‘pertain- 
iug to a profession.” Now let vs look into this statement 
by an Army officer and see how far from correct he is in his 
assertion. Maj. Hinman is inspector of fe and metres for 
the State of Massachusetts, and devotes his time to bis busi- 
ness. yoy my shooting season, rifle practice is hi® pas- 
time, and he become a crack shot by long study and 
painstakiog practice. He is an expert surely, but not a pro- 
fessional. Private M. W. Bull is in the rting goods busi- 
ness, and hasa large store in Springfield. He has always 
been a shot, and does not fail to keep in trim now. Is hea 
professional? Certainly not. His brother, F. R. Bull, is 
now and has been for yearsa fine mechanic in the National 
Armory at Springfield. He is called upon frequently to test 
the Army rifle. He isan 7 witb a Springtiel4, but how 
is he made a professional? Farrow isin business at Holyoke, 
jamone pce 3 his new rifie. None of these gentlemen 
travel about the country like Carver, Bogardus, Paine and 
other professional shots. As members of the Massachusetts 
Voluateer Militia, they were obliged to participate in every 
competition of candidates for the State team, and they won 
their places on scores and not reputation. Again, a most 
important rule is enforced in this State. No man is eligible 
to participate in any rifle contest unless he has performed a 
ey ot all tours of duty, including camps and annual 
drills. No man can be enlisted for the sake ot mfle practice 
alone. Army officer might as well term every other mem- 
ber of the team a Do peer nny expert, for each and cvery 
one did fully as much practice in the season as the four gen- 
tlemen named. 

Now regarding the ave shooting referred to, I never 
saw a rifle team yet that did not include among its members 
several who could be rated as better marksmen than the ma- 
jority of theteam. Undoubtedly this is true of the Mas- 
sachusetts team, yet the experience of the last two years 
has shown that in every competition estimates of positions 
have been invariably wrong. For instance, Bumstead has 
led the entire team for two years in the Interstate match at 
Creedmoor, and the present season scored 92 out of a possibile 
100 at 200 and 500 yards. Again, in the Hilton Trophy match, 
last Sooseuaber, in competition against the Division of the 
Atlantic, U. 8S. A.,and the States of New York and Penn- 
sylvania, this same team was victorious with the highest 
score ever made, and which is believed holds the record for 
military rities either in this country or Europe. In this 
competiton, Merritt led Farrow, F. R. Buli and Hinman; 
and Frost, Bumstead and Hussey, in the order named, 
Hinman. Farnsworth, who did not visit Chivago ranked 
third in shooting order, and in the lead of Farrow, F. R. 
Bull and Hinman. | simply give this to prove that, with the 
uncertuinties of rifle shooting, it is a very difficult matter to 
lay out positions in advance forsoevenly-balanced a team of 
rifle shots as that from Massachusetts. Let us compare the 
work of the teams with Hinman, Bull, Farrow and Bull's 
scores pitted against the four highest of the Army team. 
Let the work of Stevens, Morgan, King and Michel stand 
avainst them, and, with Stay, Feeney, Woolford and others 
remaining, no one can gainsay that the balance of the team 
does contain several of their most successful and re:i- 
able shots. The remaining six men of the Bay State 
team a ted 921, or an average of 158.5, while the 
six Division of the Missouri men figured up 903 
points, or an average of 150.5; which certainly 
shows that those six amateurs from Massachusetts out- 
ranked the Army men by 3 points on each individual score. 

In closing, mit me to say that the team is composed of 
picked shots from both brigades of the M. V. M., and is not 
a 2d Brigade team, as published in your valued paper. Our 
experience in Chicago was most pleasant. The acquaintance 
of such gentiemen as Lieut. Reade, Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice of the Division of the Missouri, and Lieut. Defrees, 
Captain of the Division team, was well worth the trip of 
20 miles,and the uniform courtesy avd kindly feeling 
shywn towards every member of our team by them will pot 
soon be forgotten. To Colonel Shaffer, executive officer, 
the team individually expressed their appreciation of the 
fair and impartial maoner in which every competition was

REVIEW AND INSPECTION OF THE TWELFTH N. Y..

The 12th Regi- 
mept as a whole is well-oflicered, and so glaring an error 
as & passage in review in column of fours by th of 
the companies, was no less surprising than upmilitary. Not- 
withstanding this, some of the companies appeared remark- 
ably well. Co, F, Captain Wm. H. Murphy, showed unmis- 
takable evidence of good and careful handling, and the 
captain saluted ina graceful and soldierly manner. The 
smallest company, numerically, was K, Capt. John F. Boy- 
lan. What it lacks in numbers it makes up in appearance, 
for itis well-drilied and well-bandied. In equipment and 
bearing the little compgny was worthy of commendation, 
No fault could be justly found with the subsequent pro- 
ceedings. After the review the regiment was dismissed and 
reformed, the companies unequalized, for inspection.

HYGIENE IN STATE CAMPS. 


THE sanitary condition of Camp Wirfield Scott Hancock 
during its occupancy last summer by the Division Nationa 
Guard of Peunsylvania was made a subject of study by the 
officers of the State Board of Health. Prof. Wm. B. Atkiu- 
son, M. D., an inspector of the Board, psid two visits to 
the encampment grounds and has presented a report in 
which be makes some excellent suggestions. He says: “A 
camp is supposed to be an effort to reduce to practice in one 
continued school the teachings ot the individual classes. 
Now, while the men and officers are week by weck being 
drilled ia the manual of arms and the evolutions of com- 
panies, but little or nothing is done in reference to those 
equally important matters, the bygienic surroundings and 
sanitary regulations of each company. hen brought into 
camp both officers und men are wholly unacquainted with 
the care of the cuisine, the inspection of food, the obtaining of 
a water supply. the drainage of a camp, the preparation and 
maintenance in good order of the latrines and the general 
policiug of a camp. We would fully suggest and urge 
that it would be well it the medical officers were required to 
inspect the men of their respective commands prior to g0- 
ing into camp. That all the officers and men fully in- 
structed in all matters pertaining to the preservation of 
their health. It seems only to be expected that surgeons 
shall care for the injured, while it should rather be their 
work to prevent sickness. When these matters are p operly 
studied and provided for, then the annual camp will prove 
to be a valuable and correct preparation for warin time of 
peace.

THE WORLD'S STEAM SHIPPING. 


THE number of steamers existing in the world last 
Ma was estimated at 9,969, of an aggregate burthen 
of 10,531,843 tons. The correspon number of 
steamers existing in 1885 was estimated at 9442. of 
an ageregate burthen of 10,291,241 tons. The total 
of 9, steamers, representing the world’s steam 
shipping in 1886, was made up as follows: Irop 
steamers, 8,198, of an aggregate burthen of 8,911,406 
tons; steel steamers, 770, of an aggregate burthen of 
1,206,962 tons; composite steamers, 109, of an aggre- 
gate burthen of 32,820 tons: and w steamers, 
822, of an gate burthen of 380,655 tons. Of the 
steamers afloat in 1885, 5,792 were owned by the 

bited Kingdom and its colonies, their aggregate 
burthen being 6,595,871 tons. The other countries 
of the world owned steamers as follows last year: 
Germany, 579: France, 509; Spain, 401; the United 
States, ; Norway, 287; Russia, 212; Denmark’ 
200; Italy, 173; Holland, 152; Brazil, 141; Japan, 109; 
Greece and Turkey, 82 each ; Belgium, 68; Chili and 
the Argentine Republic, 43 each; China and Portu- 
gel. 7 each; Hawaii, 21; Mexico, 15; and muscel- 
aneous, 50. 

AMMUNITION FOR THE FIGHTENG LINE. 

A Horse Guarps G. O. provides that in future the 
amount of Martini-Henry small arm ammuuition 
taken into the field for infantry will be 180 rounds. 
Seventy rounds will be carried by the soldier, 30 in 
four small arm amwunition carts and on two mules 
accompanying the Saréy ten in the regimental 
baggage wagous, 40 m the divisional ammunition 
column, and 30 in the army corps ammupitien col- 
umn. The communication between the ammunition 
carts and the fighting Ime will be kept up durrog the 
action partly by means of mules an pare b 
means of one nou-comwmissioned officer and. two Bi - 
vates, men of proved courage, strength and activ- 
ity, detailed by the captain of each co ny to act 
as carriers. B are specially provided for this pur- 
pose, while the loads are not to exceed 401bs. to each 
carrier. The pioneers and the band are also to be 
pressed into service when necessary. The order in 
the concluding paragraph says that the system of 
carrying ammunition by band therein provided for 
is not to excuse every endeavor being made to push 
forward as far as practicable the reserve ammuni- 
tion carts, for if they be skilfully and boldly 
handled by the officer in charge they ought under 
ordinary circumstances to get within 1,000 yards of 
the fighting line in action, and in broken and undu- 
lating ground considerably nearer. 














POSSIBILITIES OF ARTILLERY FIRE. 


THE possibilities of improvement in artillery fire 
are shown by the comparison drawn by Prince Hoh- 
enlohe between the Prussian Artillery of 1866 and 
1870. In the former period as he tells us the artil- 
lery soldier arrived on the field in time, and when 
it got there was useless because of its bad shooting. 

the samearm in the Franco-Prussian war he says: 
“ At Spicheren 1t began by making the enemy’s 
guns abandon their post on the Rotberberg; it next 
repulsed the frequent counter attacks of the enemy
